for\.on SiHx*day the 11h. of Tre, 1679. he was brought to his Trial at the

defign for many years, ſending and reeerving L etters from Rome and France, wn- 
plotting with the Frengh Kings ' onfe{ſar Le Chcele, and Chriſtopher Aderton; Re- 
For of the Engliſh Colledge at Rome'3-i which Letters he pave ther: notice ſram 
time to tifze how Aftirewere carried on in England, and what courſes they were be 
i tak to rf their defigr's : Aud that he provided, paid, and diſtributed certain 
confiderable Sumrs of Mony towards the-encounaging impious Rnffſins to promote the 
IV afſacre of all bis Majeſties lo: ing Subjeds, thit bould refuſe to joyn cr cloſe with 
their accurſed deſigns, and pernicious intreagnes, &*c. And that he did, to the ut 
of his power, CRCOUF ge ax: irjtrulT the chief Trmtors -, And that he received ſeverd 
unlawful #Commitſums from the preſurptuons See of Rome, Signed ard Sealed, forth 
d:pijing of Military and Civil Affairs, and thereby impowered to raiſe Rebellion in 
the Land, to harras, arurder, and maſiacre his Majeſties Smbjetts. * And that he th 
ſ:i4 Richard Langhorn, contrary to his Faith and Allegiance to his Majeſty taken, 
by ſeveral Ceiters,to the Ecnediftine Monks, did- requtre and grocure 60c0 }. te 
wards the wn ukime up the. ſum promiſed for poiſoning his Majeſty, &*c. And that hit 
pradiſe hail bees for many years imployed to ſerve -and promote the Intereit of the Ro- 
oli 7 attion, in carrying on their pernicions deſigns. Theſe, and many other tedi- 
ous Circumſtances weie laid to his charge, of which theſe I have premiſed are the 
Heads, the whole Arguments being too tedious here to inſert. To this he pleaded 
Not Guilty. But the Witnefles for the King appearing, and giving in their Evi- 
dences in the Court, they. were, moſt plainly proved, Dr. Oates. ſwearing poſt 
tively to each particular, that Was .any_wazs of any, concernment”.; as likewiſe 
Mr. Pedlow, Vir. Duetale,” ard others, who poſitively. ſwore to. many Principles 
and Particulars : Bur 7 anehorn denied, each Circumſtance, abjuring whatſoever 
was alledge(d agzainft hing, putting many croſs queſtions for his: own. defence: But: 
the Witnels was fo plain,” and every particular managed to the heighth, that his 
Soarlet Crimr's wire moſt deteſtably abhorred by all that heardj them, except his 
own dvfaltcrous Roxzur Pratticioners for thele and ach like crimes. : After rhe 
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andicnze Of all 1/1at Tie could alledge in his own defence, the Court and the Kigih's

During the time of his Re- 
prieve, he was carried before the Council and Examined, having Mercy tendered 
ifhe would accept, upon condition to declare his knowledge concerning his Dia- 
bolick Cuntrivances: but nothing could be got of him, being hardened by fooliſh 
Promiſes of being great in another World, for living in wickedneſs -in this; for

On Saturday-night before his Execution, he ſeemed exceeding joyful at aj 
pronching Death, and expreſſed himſelf much ſatisfied at the certdinty of his 
Transmigration to another State ; but more becauſe he foreknew therime prefixed, 
often kneeling on a Pool; with' frequent Prayers and Ejaculations, ſeeming to 
continue the hopes of Lite, and to' promiſe himſelf more follid and ſubſtantial

He being brought down, 'and-Flaced inthe Sledg, he ſeemed to be' little  diſcou- 
race.| at the near Approach of Death, that gaſtly King of Terrors, + whoſe dread 
frowns can ſtartle the daring'khethat Roman miſchief can invent; ' 

He being in the Sledg, often-did extend his Hands and Arms, with elevating his 
Countenance, {ceming exceeding penitent; from which place being Guarded by 
the Sherifs Men and a number of Conſtables and Watchmen, according to the 
Order in that Caſe as he paſſed on: whole Crouds of People thronging every 
Corner of the Streets and Lanes toſee the miſcrable Wretch, of whom they late- 
Iy heard ſo much. 

During the time of his_bfing Yrawin. Mong, he made many Prayers, and was 
ſeemingly very Penitent, and fo continued till he came to the place of Executi- 
en, where being Arrived and holpen into the Cart, which was ready there for 
that purpoſe, there he made many Proteſtations, and denied that he knew any in- 
treague or Deſign on foot by the Catholicks againſt this Nation, or any of his Ma- 
jeſties Countries or Dominions : And as toa Letter written by the Earl of Roſcom- 
mon, the which was aledged againſt him , he was altogether ignorant of z and that 
it was undeſervedly laid to his Charge, making many Proteſtations of his Maje- 
ſties Bounty and Princely Compaſſion towards him, that he had been folong plea- 
ſed to grant him time to fit and prepare him for another Life, the which he was 
going to pal$ unto and that now his tranſitory being crauled upon the utmoſt 
Verge of Hope ; therefore he defired forgiveneſs of all that he had any ways in- 
jured, deſiring the Prayers of all good People, faying that he held the Tenets - 
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the Chuich of Roxrea long time, and that he had been very Zealous in Propagg- 
ting that Faith, and had likewiſe cauſed his Sons to be Educated in the ſame ; and 
farther, that he did acknowledg his Soveraign, King ( harles the Second, tobe his 
juſt and Jawful Prince, and without any Mental Reſervation, or Equivocation ac- 
cording to the true meaning of the Oath of Allegiance, he did faithfully belieye 
and hold him to be the lawful Heir of theſe Realms, and that neither the Pope nor 
any torreign Potentate had Right to diſpoſleſs him of his Crown, or depoſe hinj 
of his Government, nor to incenſe any to take up Arms, or raiſe Rebellion 
again(t his Majeſty, either to the prejudice of himielt, or his Subjetts, nor to 
dilturb the Government of the Kingdom, as it is now eſtabliſhed, and that the Life 
of his Majeſty ought to be held ſacred upon the account -of the preſervation of his 
Subjects ; and that he never was ſo much as Guilty of a ſecret Thought, the which 
might any ways tend to the hurt of his Majeſty, and that he thought himſelf bound 
in Conſcience, if he ſhould know any thing in that Nature, immediately to dif: 
cloſe itz and if that any Conſpiracy, Deſign or intent whatſoever, were about to 
be put in Practice, that then he was obliged to reveal it, as he tendred his Eternal 
welfare, and hoped to eſcape Damnation. Theſe and many other Proteſtations{þ 
common to thoſe kind of deſperate People, who truſt in Xomes Indulgences and 
Pardons, and pin their Conſciences thereon. not weighing the diſpleaſure of an 
angry God, but depend on the Infallibility of their Roman Impoſtor, that Devoy- 
rer of Souls, whoſe Tyranny too oft had made the Nations Groan, but to the | 
purpoſe, after his Atteſtations and abſolute denial , he was executed according - 
as the Law for ſuch notorious '[raitors have deſigned ; the which though he was © 
a Traitor, yet moved the Hearts of many to pitty him, by reaſon of his Age and 
Gravity; being atall Man, of a Sanguin Complexion, of a moderate Grace and 
Geſture and of brave Eloquent and authentick purrs, having been a Counſellor 
for this many years. After he was Cut down and Quartered, his Quarters were 
by his Majeſties Order delivered to his Friends, in Order to his Burial, e*c. | 

Now one would ſuppoſe that this and many other the untimely Ends of ſuch like 
Miſcreants, who have of late for their abhorr'd Crimes been juſtly made the Tro- 
phies of purſuing Juſtice, ſhould ſtand as marks to warn their Brethren lealt 
they ſhould headlong preſs upon thoſe dangerous ſhoales of an untimely Fate ; but 
tis in vain, pernicious men that bendon black Deſignes, Ruſh forwards not caring 
where they go, ſo they accompliſh their deſtructive ends. 
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
